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FRISCO ENGINEER 
DIES AS HOUSE BURNS 


Coroner H. J. W elsh was called 
to 
Chaffee Monday afternoon to hold an 
inquest over the body of Charles E d ­ 
w ards, 70 years of age, whose 
body 
was found in his home after the fire 
was extinguished. 
The verdict of the 
jury w a s th at deceased came to 
hi 
death by suffocation. 
The body was found a t 4:30 a. m 
Monday a t the foot of a stairw ay 
in 
his home here, a fte r firemen broke in 
a locked front door ami battled a half 
hour with flames which partially 
de 
stroyed the tw o-story 
building. 
Ed 
wards was lying on his back, his face 
black and swollen, and his clothes p ar 
tially burned. 
It is believed he had 
become suffocated and fallen p a rt of 
the w ay down 
the 
stairw ay 
as he 
sought to escape from the fire. 
The body was not found until 
the 
♦ire had been extinguished, and 
its 
position by 
the 
stairw ay 
indicated 
th a t Edw ards 
had 
fallen, 
probably 
while suffocated, while attem p tin g to 
m ake his way from the dwelling. 
Two sheets, tied together and to a 
bedpost in his bedroom a t the head of 
the stairw ay, are believed 
to 
have 
been used by Edw ards in his attem p t 
to escape, but the window sash 
was 
down and the screen intact. 
A 
new 
pair of overalls was discovered 
by 
C harles Carney, Frisco switchm an, on 
the ground outside the 
window, 
the 
pockets containing a 10-cent piece and 
a few' matches. 
The 
body 
bore 
no 
m arks of violence. 
A pocket book con­ 
taining a $1 bill and Edw ards' 
rail­ 
road pass was found on the floor near 
the body. 
E dw ards had visited Sunday 
night 
at the home of Robert Mathis, who 
lives next door, and returned to 
his 
home shortly afte r midnight. 
W. H. 
Will iams, who also lives nearby, dis­ 
covered the fire at 3:45 a. m. and gave 
the alarm . 
Firem en were able, a fte r 
a stiff half hour battle, to subdue the 
flames, which had 
partly 
destroyed 
the building. 
It is thought the 
fire 
had been burning about 30 
m inutes 
when discovered. 
It is believed the fire started in the 
kitchen of the residence and 
gained 
considerable headway before Edwards, 
who was said to be a sound sleeper, 
was awakened. 
Residents 
dismissed 
the thought that he could have 
been 
robbed, explaining all of 
his 
money 
was invested in property here. 
Edw ards entered the Frisco service 
as an engineer on a passenger 
train 
engine A ugust 10, 1903, retiring Feb­ 
ru ary 13, 1926. 
He was not pension­ 
ed, but plans were under way to place 
him on the Frisco pension list. 
He 
came to Chaffee from De Soto, where 
he had been employed a number 
of 
years by the Missouri Pacific railroad. 
Edw ards leaves his 
widow-, 
and 
a 
d au g h ter, Mrs, H. F. McFarland, 
of 
W ashington, D. C. 
Another d au g h ­ 
ter, Mrs. Elm er Price, died ten years 
ago. 
Sheriff E verett Dye and Prosecut­ 
ing A ttorney M. E. M ontgomery, who 
aided Coroner Welsh in the investiga­ 
tion, believe Edwards could have sav ­ 
ed his own life had he remained in his 
room. 
It is evident that Edw ards was fu l­ 
ly clothed, as rem nants of an over­ 
coat. shirt, trousers, shoes, socks and 
a hat w ere with his body. 
The fing­ 
ers of each hand were badly charred, 
and the shoes burned from his feet. 
Mrs. Edwards arrived Monday 
a f­ 
ternoon from St. Ixiuis, where she had 
been visiting. 
Funeral arrangem ents 
had not been made early today.—Cape 
Missourian.

Buckner’s career, as picturesque as

ingers of the American soldiers. 
A fter 
several 
engagem ents, thru 
which he went w ithout a battle scar, 
Buckner returned in fourteen m onths 
to Paris, from w here he started again, 
n the historic ru.-di of '49, journeying 
to California. 
There he failed to make 
a strike, 
but saw the opportunity of financing 
wroflt in feeding the searchers 
for 
gold, so he again returned to Missou- 
i, where he bought 400 head of cattle, 
and drove them to California, despite 
Indians, wild anim als and an occas­ 
ional stam pede. 
This time, on his homecoming, with 
his profits from this enterprise, 
he 
ntered the mercantile 
business, ,in 
1854, 
conducting 
the 
com m unity’s 
largest store until 1871, when he en ­ 
tered the Paris National 
Bank 
as 
bookkeeper, working to its presidency. 
His son, Anderson Buckner, succeeded 
him, mi his retirem ent, in 1912. 
In religion Mr. Buckner is a Bap­ 
tist; in politics he is a Democrat. 
In 
the Civil W ar, he did not tight, 
ex­ 
plaining his conscience did not “ per­ 
mit me to tight against my 
own peo­ 
ple” . 
The patience of the insurance com ­ 
pany, founded on the autuarial s ta ­ 
tistics, is credited with 
being 
inex­ 
haustible, but Mr. Buckner claim s to 
be one of the few to have outlived it. 
While still a 
com paratively 
young 
mna, he had an old line policy to m a­ 
ture. electing to let the policy run and 
increase in value through its annual 
earnings. 
Four years ago, the company, im ­ 
pressed by his continued health, and 
the grow ing am ount 
of the 
policy, 
asked if he was willing to quit if the 
face sum then due were paid. 
The 
agreem ent was reached, and the suh- 
tantial sum was paid. 
Buckner is 
a native 
of 
C arolina 
County, Virginia, 
b u t 
has 
lived in 
Monroe C ounty for 96 years, the fam ­ 
ily stopping for two years in K entuc­ 
ky. 
His father, entering land north 
of Paris, died before the house 
was 
finished, and two sons, 
William 
and 
Frank, were reared by 
their 
uncle, 
Matt Buekner, us were several girls. 


Frank died in his eighties, rem ain­ 
ing a bachelor, but the veteran, fall­ 
ing in love, marri(*d Miss Eliza Woods, 
daughter of a pioneer Baptist preach- 
er, Anderson Woods.

“ Thus it will in the long run

For those of our rea ders who ha ve

mind,

would su g g est th a t they test

It should be noted

finesse, if ta ken, should be ta ken on 
the second round, not the first. Tha t 
is, the king should be played first and 
then if the queen d oesn ’t fa ll, finesse 
the ja ck on the second round.

The pla yer should be

the lookout for sing letons ami if

Y could then bid one no- 
trump. 
Such a bid should indica te to 
Z tha t Y has less tha n norma l help 
for dia monds and spa des and a lso ha s

Chaffee Monday afternoon to hold an 
inquest over the body of Charles Ed­ 
wards, 70 years of age, whose 
body 
was found in his home after the fire 
was extinguished. 
The verdict of the 
jury wa» that deceased came to 
his 
death by suffocation. 
The body was found at 4:30 a. m. 
Monday at the foot of a stairway 
in 
his home here, after firemen broke in 
a locked front door and battled a half 
hour with flames which partially 
de­ 
stroyed the two-story 
building. 
Ed­ 
wards was lying on his back, his face 
black and swollen, and his clothes par­ 
tially burned. 
It is believed he had 
liecome suffocated and fallen part of 
the way down 
the 
stairway 
as he 
sought to escape from the fire. 
The body was not found until 
the 
fire had been extinguished, and 
its 
position by 
the 
stairway 
indicated 
that Edwards 
had 
fallen, 
probably 
while suffocated, while attempting to 
make his way from the dwelling. 
Two sheets, tied together and to a 
bedpost in his bedroom at the head of 
the stairway, are believed 
to 
have 
been used by Edwards in his attempt 
to escape, but the window sash 
was 
down and the screen intact. 
A 
new 
pair of overalls was discovered 
by 
Charles Carney, Frisco switchman, on 
the ground outside the 
window, 
the 
pockets containing a 10-cent piece and 
a few matches. 
The 
body 
bore 
no 
marks of violence. A pocketbook con­ 
taining a $1 bill and Edwards’ 
rail­ 
road pass was found on the floor near 
the body. 
Edwards had visited Sunday 
night 
at the home of Robert Mathis, who 
lives next door, and returned to 
his 
home shortly after midnight. 
W. H. 
Williams, who also lives nearby, dis­ 
covered the fire at 3:46 a. m. and gave 
the alarm. 
Firemen were able, after 
a stiff half hour battle, to subdue the 
flames, which had 
partly 
destroyed 
the building. 
It is thought the 
fire 
had been burning about 30 
minutes 
when discovered. 
It is believed the fire started in the 
kitchen of the residence and 
gained 
considerable headway before Edwards, 
who was said to be a sound sleeper, 
was awakened. 
Residents 
dismissed 
the thought that he could have 
been 
robbed, explaining all of 
his 
money 
was invested in property here. 
Edwards entered the Frisco service 
as an engineer on a passenger 
train 
engine August 10, 1003, retiring Feb­ 
ruary 13, 1926. 
He was not pension 
ed, but plans were under way to place 
him on the Frisco pension list. 
He 
came to Chaffee from De Soto, whore 
he had been employed a number 
of 
years by the Missouri Pacific railroad. 
Edwards leaves his 
widow, 
and 
daughter, Mrs. H. F. McFarland, 
of 
Washington, D. C. 
Another daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Elmer Price, died ten years 
ago. 
Sheriff Everett Dye and Prosecut­ 
ing Attorney M. E. Montgomery, who 
aided Coroner Welsh in the investiga­ 
tion, believe Edwards could have sav­ 
ed his own life had he remained in his 
room. 
It is evident that Edwards was ful 
ly clothed, as remnants of an over­ 
coat, shirt, trousers, shoes, socks and 
a hat were with his body. 
The fing 
ers of each hand were badly charred 
and the shoes burned from his feet. 
Mrs. Edwards arrived Monday 
af­ 
ternoon from St. Louis, where she had 
been visiting. 
Funeral arrangements 
had not been made early today.—Cape 
Missourian.

WILLIAM F. BUCKNER 
100 YEARSOLD TODAY 


The following from the 
Post-Dis­ 
patch tells of one of the most won­ 
derful men in the United States. 
He 
is a resident of our home towm, Paris, 
Mo., and is the grandfather of Buck­ 
ner Ragsdale of Charleston: 
William 
Fitzburgh 
Buckner, 
the 
only Mexican W ar survivor living 
in 
Missouri, and one of six in the United 
States, will observe his one hundred­ 
th birthday at his home in Paris, Mo., 
January 27. 
A member of America’s first expedi­ 
tionary forces, known also as a 
gold 
hunter, stockman, merchant, banker, 
ami pitch player, Mr. Buckner rounds 
out his ninety-ninth year a 
pictur­ 
esque pioneer, in good 
health, 
and 
with an active interest in the current 
events of his community, State 
and 
nation. 
Only five other veterans, all of them 
past 97 years, survive, as does Buck­ 
ner, the war with 
Mexico. 
One 
of 
these, Uriah Gasaway, was 100 years 
old on Christmas day, at his home in 
Reelsville, Ind. 
The others are Sam­ 
uel l^*ffler, 98. St. Paul, Ind.; Calvin 
E, Myers, 97, Livingston, Tenn.; Ow- 
n Thomas Edgar, 97. Washington, 
D. C., Richard A. Howard, 9<, Sterl­ 
in g City, Texas. 
Buck nor's career, as picturesque as 
iction, has made him 
perhaps 
the 
most widely known, and as his hun- 
Iredth birthday nears, and plans are 
made for a birthday celebration that 
will bring four 
generations 
of 
his 
family together, his mail is 
flooded 
with congratulatory letters and mcss- 
ages. 
It was as a youth of 17 that Buck­ 
ner enlisted for service in the Mexi- 
an War, joining Company A, the 1st 
Missouri 
Mounted Volunteeis, 
ami 
was mustered in at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., under Colonel Doniphan. 
Doniphan’s march 
from 
Leaven­ 
worth to 
Santa 
Fe, 
described 
by 
Champ Clark as “the greatest mili­ 
tary achievement of all times”, found 
Buckner in the ranks, and the 
first 
ngagement was fought at Taos, N. 
M., then part of Old Mexico, 
where 
the weather was so cold, 
he recalls, 
that log houses were set ablaze be­ 
fore the battle to warm the 
trigger 
ingcrs of the American soldiers. 
After 
several 
engagements, thru 
which he went without a battle scar, 
Buckner returned in fourteen months 
to Paris, from where he started again, 
n the historic rush of ’49. journeying 
to California. 
There he failed to make 
a strike, 
but saw the opportunity of financing 
profit in feeding the searchers 
for 
gold, so he again returned to Missou­ 
ri, where he bought 400 head of cattle, 
and drove them to California, despite 
Indians, wild animals and an occas­ 
ional stampede. 
This time, on his homecoming, with 
his profits from this enterprise, 
he 
ntered the mercantile 
business, #in 
1854, 
conducting 
the 
community’s 
largest store until 1871, when he en­ 
tered the Paris National 
Bank 
as 
bookkeeper, working to its presidency. 
His son. Anderson Buckner, succeeded 
him, o*i his retirement, in 1912. 
In religion Mr. Buckner is a Bap­ 
tist; in politics he is a Democrat. 
In 
the Civil War, he did not tight, 
ex­ 
plaining his conscience «lid n«>t “ per­ 
mit me to fight against my 
own peo­ 
ple” . 
The patience of the insurance com­ 
pany, founded on the autuanal sta ­ 
tistics, is credited with 
being 
inex­ 
haustible. but Mr. Buckner claims to 
be one of the few to have outlived it. 
While still a 
comparatively 
young 
mna, he had an old line policy to ma 
ture, electing to let the policy run and 
increase in value through its annual 
earnings. 
F«>ur years ago, the company, im­ 
pressed by his continued health, ami 
the growing amount 
of the 
policy, 
asked if he was willing to quit if the 
face sum then due were paid. 
The 
agreement was reaches!, and the sub­ 
stantial sum was paid. 
Buckner is 
a native 
of 
Carolina 
County, Virginia, 
but 
has 
lived in 
Monroe County for 96 years, the fam ­ 
ily stopping for two years in Kentuc­ 
ky. 
His father, entering land north 
of Paris, died before the house 
was 
finished, and two sons, 
William 
and 
Frank, were reared by 
their 
uncle, 
Matt Buckner, as were several girls. 
Frank died in his eighties, remain­ 
ing a hachebir, but the veteran, fall­ 
ing in love, married Miss Elisa Woods, 
«laughter of a pioneer Baptist preaeh- 
er, Anderson Woods. 
His wife died 
in 1912, and a little daughter 
and 
one son, the late A. D. Buckner,

Kanssa City by 1930, were urge«l by 
Senator James A. Reed at a hearing 
before 
the

Appropriations 
Committee today. 
The hearing was attended by many 
members of the waterways group 
in 
the House, including 
Representative 
Strong of Kansas, who is leading the 
fight for large apropriations for 
the 
Missouri. 
Senator Reed, 
after dis­ 
cussing shipping conditions 
in 
the 
Central West, the solution of which 
he declared wa> in water transporta­ 
tion, took up the report of the army 
engineers who have shown that 
they 
can expend $56,000,000 on waterways 
of the country 
during 
the 
coming 
year. 
It is a necessity, he said, that 
the barge lire on the Missouri, 
be­ 
tween Kansas City and St. I»uis be 
established to provide water routes to 
the gulf, as well as to St. Paul 
and 
M inneapolis. 
The great im|K»rtance of the 
Mis­ 
souri improvement to the agricultur­ 
al interests of the West was empha­ 
sized by Reed, who asserted that de­ 
velopment of that section was being 
retarded by the high freight rates and 
inadequate shipping 
facilities. 
The 
work below Kansas City, he said, had 
been delayed for many years, and he 
strongly protested aganist interfer­ 
ing with plans of the

speed it up and complete it within the 
next two years.
